Holy Rus- 
sia is divided into twelve districts, and 
each district has been handed over to 
a General who will give orthodox Rus- 
sians a dose of martial law. Martial 
law in Russia is no law at all. The 
General can order any person suspected 
to be hung or shot. It is evident that 
tho conspiracies against existing sys- 
tems prevail to an extent which ur- 
gently threatens tho very existence of 
public order. The Emjicror Alkxan- 
DER is a man of mild disposition and 
would not bo driven to such meas ures 
by anything short of extreme neces.sity. 
, A letter published in the Coloync Ga- 
''"^iteWe gives a vivid description of the 
state of things which has led to this 
declaration of war between the (.V.ar 
and the Revolution. The Nihilists 
boldly declare they are resolved to sup- 
press the "Third Division" or tho pri- 
vate chancellory of the Emperor, and 
to sweep away the court camarillo with 
which he is surrounded. Two hun- 
dred persons are thus marked out anil 
it is declared they must be removed 
■ from their ofllces or suffer death. The 

• • conspiracy has completely terrorized 
Busstan society. Any secret conspira- 
cy of this kind excites the imagination 
and tlie dangers it threatens are mag- 
nified by the mists that surround it. 
Tho people of Russia seem sensible 
that the late war was an error and they 
are smarting under the sacrifices it has 
involved} but the ultimate causes of 
the wide-spread disaffection are far 
" deeper and must be sought in the ab- 
sence of any adequate guarantee in 
Russia for the elementary conditions 
of liberty; every Russian feels that he 
never .knows whether he is his own 
master', whether he is not followed and 
watched by some of the "Third Di- 
vision." In short, he cannot call his 
soul his own. Eeferring to the letters 

■' of English newspaper correspondents 
published during the Turkish war we 
tind that all the Bassian oflicers with 
whom they conversed talked Nihilism 
and avowed it as their political creed. 
The Emperor eannot rely on the army 
and must seek for power among the un- 
educated peasants who regard him with 
superstitious awe as the head of tho 
Greek Church and the head of tho 
State. To attack him is in the eyes of 
a Russian boor an act of treason and 
sacrilege. The Nihilists are not of the 
people or for the people. They are not 
even for themselves. They are not 
plotting to restore a lost country, nor 
like communists trying to preach so- 
_ cialism with tho pistol and the dagger. 
They are satisfied if they can but re- 
pay on their tyrants or masters some 
of the miseries they • have inflicted. 
The corruption of the Russian Govern- 
ment is disgi'acefal. The Emperor 
himself is the only person who stands 

P above suspicion. Some of the Royal 

family and a great many of the gener- 
als soiled their .fingers with pecula- ' , , 
tion during the late war and by doing 
so have increased the present discci- 
tent and roused the savage passions of 
the sleepy Russians. In tliis quarrel 
tho half educated people of all classes, 
including officers of the army, are on 
one side, and opposed to them are the 
Emperor and that vast crowd of super- 
stitious ignorant people who believe lie 
■ is God's deputy. In a conflict between 
such forces mercy cannot show her 
face. Martial law and the revolver 
are a Avell matched pair.

"Remember 
the glories of i'rieii the Brave," "When 
he who adores thee," ".Silent, 
O'Moylo," " Sublime was the warn- 
ing," "Believe me, if ail these endear- 
ing young charms," etc., are the match- 
less gems wedded to tender music. 
The ilelodles alone, had Mooke never 
written another line, would ren<ler liis 
name inniiortal. No single nation or 
time has \ et iiroduecil liis su^ierior as a 
lyrist. "Lalla Rookh" and his larger 
poems, are justly accorded a high place 
in modern literature. Tliestyleisalmost 
peculiar to Mooni-:. I^oiiy and digni- 
fied, relined and chaste, the reader may 
here revel in a How of Ijouiidle.ss sim- 
ile. Mooi!i;'s ilisijositinn v.-as always 
gay and animating, cau.sing him to be 
.sought in every circle. He was honor- 
ed by all his contemporaries — Scott, 
GiiATTAN, Sheridan, Pi-lxket, Clk- 
u.-v\ — ^and received ' with enthusiasm 
whenever he was able to visithis native 
city. I'fing liuman he, of course, had 
fr.ailtie.s, l)ut 110 blf)t i-ests on his ])cr- 
sonal character and he be(|ueatlis to 
posterity a name cretlitable to his conn- 
try. 

In every land yesterday, wherever

At Breakfast. 



Editou Colonist. — Tiiis letter con- 
tains a referenco to facts and a short 
history of a tragedy. Published in The 
Colonist it may be useful because The 
Colonist circulates all over this part of 
tho continent: 

A barbarian who gets wealth niu.st 
get taste or appear at breakfast as a 
horrible sight to seo. He eats like a 
wild animal; ho threatens to swallow 
the knife and ho lias no respect for 
persons or things. If his coflec is hot 
he pours half of tho cup into tho saucer 
and plantH tho wet bottom of tho cup 
oil tho snow white cloth. Ho was used 
to a log for a tabic and the bark of the 
log was hig table-cloth; therefore he 
cannot see how disgraceful it is to 
make a puddlo nil round his plato at 
breakfast with white men. In private 
fainiliea ho i.s not [lormittod to ofl'end 
twice in this fashion; but iu hotels he 
h privileged because he pays. His 
presence at tho breakfast table soon 
ofl'ects a change in the character of tho 
guests and the barbarian soon finds 
himself all alone with his equals. In 
border towns a crowd at dinner in 
September is a horror, and the table, 
after the feast, would remind a Chris- 
tian of the battle-field where the bones 
of a slaughtered army were left by the 
vultures v.dio had pickod them clean. 
I spent some time in one of these bor- 
der cities and 1 saw .strange sights at 
tabic, but the wiklest scene I over 
saw at breakfast was at — — - Nevada. 
'Jim,' a barbarian, had arrived with 
his pile and he soon made a picture of 
the table cloth. It was .surprising how 
his knife flashed as it entered his 
mouth loaded with cabbage, and the 
ne.xt inomont flashed into the salt 
cellar or butter. His egg spoon im- 
itated the knife, but it did not flash as 
it moved rapidly from his mouth to the 
salt. Jim's proceedings at breakfast 
disgusted five or six boarders. Thoy 
left and the twenty-five that remained 
called thorn "big bug.s." Jim, for six 
weeks, was the lion of tho dinner-table, 
but unfortunately for him ho was in- 
vited to dinner in a hotel -where nap- 
kins were in fashion"; and tho next day 
he appeared in bis old placo l)eforo his 
old friends decorated like a baby with 
a bib, ono corner of it stufled between 
his shirt collar and his neck and tho 
remainder used to save from grease" the 
front of a shirt that had not been wash- 
ed for a month. The boys were as- 
toiiishod: they looked with eyes of 
scorn at the lion, and after dinner thoy 
talked in whispers of "the big bug." 
"Ain't ho astiinner V 'said one. "You bet 
your boots, "said another, "he's iiign ton- 
ed ." The storm -was browing for a week and 
it broke in thunder and lightning over 
that breakfast table on Sunday morn- 
ing. 'Jim' had been up all night 
drinking and when ho came into break- 
fast his hand was uliaking. As usual, 
the cotToe was hot nnd in pouring the 
fluid from the cup to the saucer he 
spilled a quantity on the cloth. "You're 
a dirty thing," .said a gentleman op- 
posite to Jim. Jim moved his hand 
towards his hip pocket, and the next 
moment ho was dead at the breakfast 
table, shot through tho heart. A. re- 
port spread all over the town that he 
was killed for bad conduct at break- 
fast. One said he was shot becau.so he 
soiled tho cloth ; another said he was 
killed far putting the knifo into his 
mouth and then into the butter, nnd ft 
third insisted that ho was 'jumped' for 
putting his egg spoon into tho salt. 
The result o£ all tho reports was a sur- 
prising improvement in the habits and 
manners of the people in that town, 
where decency at table ever since is 
tho ardor of tho day. If a man knew 
that ho might be killed for putting a 
knife from his mouth to tho butter he 
would hesitate before ho ventured to 
do such a dirty trick in company. The 
more I see of the world the more I 
am inclined to believe that it is the 
duty of every barbarian who gets 
wealth to get taste.

Editor Colonist: — Your report of 
Dr. Tupper's speech on tho railway 
route states that ho loft out of con- 
sidoration perhnps tho best routo of all, 
that to the Skecnn river, becau.se navi- 
gation was thus obstructed by an archi- 
pelago as well as by ice in winter. 

By examination of the chart it will 
be seen that the main Skeena empties 
into Telegraph passage, or, in fact, 
Telegraph passage is, more properly, a 
part of the Skceiin. This passage is 
connected with the main ship channel. 
In the memory of man that portion of 
the river from Point -Lambert to the 
main ship channel bar has not been ob- 
structed by ice, either solid or float, and 
never will be frozen until the same 
shall happen to the Pacific ocean. 

Port Essingtoii is situated at the 
confluence of the Susrpmh and Skeena 
rivers. In the winter the ice is form- 
ed in the former and owing to the high 
spring tides i.s generally broken up 
and fills the bay on tho Port Easington 
side. The current setting over to- 
wards the North Skeena passage carries 
tho gi'eater portion of the float ice 
through that passage, and thence out
